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Staff air fears on ‘serious consequences’ for patients 

CRUCIAL EYE WARD 
MAY SHUT IN CUTS

A CRUCIAL eye inpatient 
ward at City Hospital could 
shut and move to another site 
as part of cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures from the Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust. 

Ward staff at the Birmingham Mid¬ 
land Eye Centre (BMEC) have writ¬ 
ten to Adrian Bailey MP in a bid to 
block the proposals - which they say 
will have ‘serious consequences’ for 
the wellbeing of patients. 

The internationally-renowned centre is the 
second biggest eye hospital in the country and 
one of the largest in Europe. 

The letter, sent on behalf of all nursing staff 
at the ward, says the proposal was put forward 
without consultation with staff or patients. It 
says that workers are said to be suffering with 
emotional stress as a result of the uncertainty 
surrounding the site. 

However, trust bosses say they have no plans 
to remove inpatient services - although one 
proposal could see the ward move to another 
nearby location at the same Dudley Road site. 

Overnight 

Trust medical director, Dr Roger Stedman, 
said: “The teams within the Birmingham and 
Midland Eye Centre have been looking at a 
number of ways to improve the care they can 
offer to patients. 

“We are exploring the potential for patients 
with eye problems who need to stay overnight 
in hospital to be cared for in a ward within the 
Sheldon block that is adjoined to the eye centre. 

“This would not affect the treatment that pa¬ 
tients receive. We are currently talking to staff 
who work in this area about this possibility.” 

West Bromwich West MP Mr Bailey has 
written to the trust asking for clarification over 
plans for the unit and the likely implications for 
eye patients in the Black Country. 

He said: “I understand the trust has to be 
committed to saving money and running this 
service. 

“However, the bottom line is that the service 
has to be sustained. It is of vital importance. 
The trust needs to be more transparent in what 
its plans are for the eye inpatient ward and the 
subsequent impact on the local community.” 

The trust has previously announced cutbacks 
to services at City Hospital in a bid to save more 
than £30 million. Bosses are set to cut 450 of 
the 7,500 jobs across the trust, 200 of which are 
full-time post. 


WHEN you think long enough outside the 
box, sometimes you end up coming back to 
the box or more specifically the ‘Oss Box. 

You may have seen the quirky mobile arts 
venue in various locations across the Black 
Country. The original 1970s horse box spends 
most of its time in Cradley Heath on super¬ 
market car parks but recently ventured to 
West Bromwich for the Sandwell Arts Festi¬ 
val. 

The travelling performance vessel is the 
creation of Cradley Heath Creative. It’s so far 
been used for shadow puppetry, musical per¬ 
formances and a camera obscura; although 
it is currently under maintenance for one of 
the side doors to drop down to create a tour¬ 
ing stage. Tim Tolkien, famous for his metal 


sculpting works - most notably the 50ft Sen¬ 
tinel sculpture in Birmingham - is the man 
tasked with the transformation. 

He said: “I joined Cradley Heath Creative 
just over a year ago and there was a small sur¬ 
plus of money, so out of conversations at the 
pubs came the idea of the ‘Oss Box. 

Challenges 

Originally we were just thinking of ideas for 
a little venue, which was a shed, then became 
a caravan, before ending on a horse box.” 

Mr Tolkien, who is the great-nephew of 
world famous author J. R. R. Tolkien, said 
there were certain modification challenges: 
“When you start cutting into it, it brings 
other problems, a lack of head room and diffi¬ 


culties with cutting into the curved metal for 
example. But it’s only going to improve; we’ll 
put a sound system in there next and really 
will turn into a portable arts venue.” 

Cradley Heath Creative, which runs an 
annual arts festival, is currently putting the 
final touches in place for what they believe 
is the UK’s first ‘paintball by numbers’ at 
Haden Hill this weekend. 

Elizabeth Lee, Cradley Heath Creative 
Secretary, said: “We’ll be taking the ‘Oss Box 
to the stables at Haden Hill on Sunday from 
2pm and everyone is welcome to see. 

“The image they’ll be creating is of a paint¬ 
ing of Haden Hill, done by one of our artists.

Rail services affected 
by track trespassers 

TRAIN services were affected in the Black 
Country after trespassers got onto the railway. 

People got onto the tracks between Tipton 
and Dudley at around 2pm on Monday, affect¬ 
ing services between Wolverhampton and Bir¬ 
mingham. The alert meant trains were forced 
to travel at lower speeds. 

London Midland tweeted: “Due to tres¬ 
passers on railway between Tipton and Dud¬ 
ley Port trains have to run at reduced speed 
so may be cancelled, delayed or revised.” 

It came a week after a signalling fault 
brought trains to a halt for more than two 
hours between Wolverhampton and Birming¬ 
ham on Bank Holiday Monday.

A COLLECTION of photographs reveal¬ 
ing the appalling housing conditions of 
the West Midlands in the late 1960s are 
on display. The shocking photographs, 
which were taken for homeless charity 
Shelter, will be on show in Birmingham 
to mark the housing charity’s 50th an¬ 
niversary at The Custard Factory. The 
free exhibition runs until tomorrow, 
Friday. 

Taken by documentary photographer, 
Nick Hedges, the images offer an insight 
into life in Britain’s slums. 

The photos show families living in 
cold, damp and often dangerous condi¬ 


tions in inner cities, including Birming¬ 
ham. As part of a nationwide search, 
Shelter is urging anyone who recognises 
themselves, friends or family in the pho¬ 
tos to get in touch. 

Talking about the exhibition, pho¬ 
tographer Nick Hedges said: “When I 
was commissioned by Shelter to take 
these photographs, I never imagined 
that decades later they would still have 
such impact. 

“It’s heart-breaking to know that the 
conditions some people have to live in 
today aren’t a million miles away from 
the photos I took all those years ago. A 


home should be a place of safety and se¬ 
curity, but too many families are forced 
to live without.” 

Vicky Hines, manager of Shelter’s 
Birmingham services, said: “Thankfully 
the slums of the 60s are behind us, but 
after 50 years this city is in the midst of 
another housing crisis. 

“I’d encourage everyone to come and 
see these shocking and powerful pic¬ 
tures for themselves.”

Cameras clock 1,000 
drivers in two days 


MORE than 1,000 drivers were 
caught out by average speed 
cameras in just two days on a 
stretch of the M6 which has been 
cut to 40mph as part of a major 
roadworks scheme. 

Scores of speeding motorists were 
snared by cameras as they ignored 
the temporary restrictions heading 
southbound between junction 7 for 
Great Barr and 8 for the M5 over the 
weekend. 

Those caught out could now face a fine 
or even a court appearance, depending on 
their driving record. 

Motorists have faced congestion over the 
last few weeks as a £4.2 million bridge re¬ 
pairs project has seen the stretch reduced 
to two narrow lanes. 

The temporary speed limit was intro¬ 
duced as a safety measure as vehicles in the 
two lanes travel much closer together than 
normal. Concrete repairs are being carried 
out to the motorway bridges which carry 
the traffic over the Rushall canal as well as 
the M5 to M6 southbound link road. 

Christmas 

They will be followed by renewing the 
waterproofing and surfacing on the routes. 

The work has led to regular delays dur¬ 
ing busy periods. The reduced speed limit 
is expected to remain in place until Christ¬ 
mas. 

Drivers that were caught over the week¬ 
end will now be served with Notice of 
Intended Prosecution forms by West Mid¬ 
lands Police and they could face a driving 
awareness course or points on their licence 
or a fine. If a driver has racked up points 
on their licence previously, they could be 
taken to court. 

Great Barr councillor Jon Hunt said the 
figures should be a wake-up call for motor¬ 
ists. He said: “I am surprised because you 
never hear about people being caught by 
these cameras. It’s a lesson to everybody to 
stick to the speed limit. They are bringing 
in average speed cameras across the West 
Midlands and drivers need to start to real¬ 
ise they will get clocked.” 

The 40mph speed limit has been in place 
since May. Traffic heading towards Bir¬ 
mingham is gradually merged into two 
lanes.

GENEROUS firefighters have or¬ 
ganised an open day to support a 
family’s bid to raise £40,000 for a 
life-changing operation. 

James Hughes, aged six, has 
cerebral palsy and spastic diplegia, 
which mean he needs to use a walk¬ 
ing aid to get around. 

The Blackheath Primary School 
pupil’s family have so far raised 
£18,000 towards an operation - and 
firefighters from Haden Cross Fire 
Station have planned an open day 
this weekend to help their fund¬ 


raising. James’ mother Cheryl, 35 
from Blackheath, said: “The sta¬ 
tion have been so good in support¬ 
ing us to raise money for James’ 
operation. We have been fundrais¬ 
ing since February. 

“So far we’ve raised £18,000 for 
his operation, and we hope that 
this open day will add to that, even 
if it’s just in a small way. James’ 
operation, a selective dorsal rhizot¬ 
omy, is to reduce the spasticity in 
his muscles and give him more 
mobility. At the moment he walks 


using a small frame. He’s very 
happy in himself and gets around 
in the way he can.” 

Watch Commander Temple 
Jones, 49, said: “When we found 
out about James through his mum, 
he decided we wanted to do some¬ 
thing for him, especially because 
he’s such a local lad to the station.” 

The open day is on Saturday 
from 10am until 4pm at the sta¬ 
tion.

Child porn 
'explosion' 
in wake of 
advances 

AN ‘explosion’ in the consumption of 
child porn in the West Midlands and 
Staffordshire has been fuelled by ad¬ 
vances in digital technology, according 
to a child safety charity boss. 

Offences involving indecent images of 
children reported to police have rocketed 
in the West Midlands and Staffordshire 
in the last three years from 156 to 610, 
according to NSPCC figures. 

In Staffordshire it rose from 79 in 
2013 to 267 in 2015, while the West Mid¬ 
lands total increased from 177 in 2013 
to 343 in 2015. The alarming rise was 
attributed to improving technology, and 
NSPCC chief executive Peter Wanless 
insists the war on child abuse images is 
only just beginning. 

He said: “Peter Wanless, CEO of the 
NSPCC, said: “Over the last two dec¬ 
ades, digital technology has fuelled an 
explosion in the production and con¬ 
sumption of child sexual abuse images 
that increasingly involves the streaming 
of live video. 

“Committed leadership from govern¬ 
ment, and dedicated police operations 
have made a real difference. But the 
war on child abuse images is only just 
beginning. The internet industry must 
prioritise this issue by committing their 
expertise and work with the public and 
voluntary sector to find solutions.” 

“As well as pursuing and deterring 
adults who make and distribute these 
we must educate children about how to 
keep themselves safe online and offline 
and how to get help as soon as grooming 
or abuse happens.” 

Agency called in 
as 200 fish die 

AROUND 200 fish were found dead in 
a West Bromwich canal. The Environ¬ 
ment Agency were called to Bails Hill 
Branch Canal on Tuesday August 30 to 
reports of ‘fish kill’. 

Environment Agency manager, Roy 
Stokes, said: “Site controllers who at¬ 
tended the site and discovered 200 dead 
and gasping fish believe it may have 
been due to a loss of oxygen through 
algal bloom die-back and a boat disturb¬ 
ing contaminated sediment. 

“As a result we sent out operatives to 
aerate the water. 

“Environment Agency site controllers 
are now working with the CRT in as¬ 
sessing the site to rule out any potential 
further pollution.” Low oxygen levels 
were blamed for the deaths of hundreds 
of fish in a canal in Stourport last year.

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Travellers 
nightmare 
continues 
in borough 

WALSALL’S travellers nightmare 
shows no sign of ending as a group 
has moved back onto The Delves site 
in Palfrey. Earlier this month travel¬ 
lers moved onto three sites in the bor¬ 
ough, including The Delves. 

It sparked outrage from residents 
who warned that events were ‘going 
to get nasty’ as they blamed the trav¬ 
ellers for smashing windows with 
bricks and threatening residents. 

Councillor Mohammad Nazir, who 
represents the Palfrey ward along 
with Councillor Allah Ditta and Coun¬ 
cillor Sabina Ditta, said that he was 
working with the council to bring 
about a long term strategy. 

He said: “This is something that we 
have problems with across the bor¬ 
ough and more so in Palfrey. We are 
very fortunate to have so many open 
spaces but these get exploited by the 
travellers. We are working on a long 
term strategy. 

“Me and the other two ward coun¬ 
cillors for Palfrey had a meeting with 
Simon Neilson [executive director for 
economy and environment at Walsall 
Council] and we are trying to work 
with neighbouring authorities to stop 
the problem. 

“The travellers are very clever and 
they know how long they can stay on 
a site for and already have their next 
site lined up. If we can have a policy 
across the Black Country then we will 
be able to stop it and get them moved 
on immediately. I get so many emails 
and so many phone calls from resi¬ 
dents calling for action but as ward 
councillors we are limited.” 

MEP Bill tells May 
'stop backsliding' 

MEP and UKIP Leadership hopeful 
Bill Etheridge has warned a German 
minister to ‘keep his nose of UK af¬ 
fairs’ after saying the UK must pay 
the price for Brexit. 

West Midlands MEP Bill Etheridge 
rounded on comments made by Ger¬ 
man economy minister Sigmar Ga¬ 
briel about Britain’s bid for Brexit. 

In a stark warning to the UK Ga¬ 
briel said Brexit was a “psychologi¬ 
cal problem” and that it was a “huge 
problem politically” for the EU. 

Commenting on Gabriel’s state¬ 
ments, West Midlands MEP and local 
Dudley Councillor Bill Etheridge, 
said it was time for the Government 
to stop backsliding over Brexit and to 
“pull its finger out and put Brexit at 
the top of the agenda.”

Group is bowled over by science 



Indian coaches and sports scientists 


UNIVERSITY of Birmingham ex¬ 
perts introduced coaches and sports 
scientists from India to their coun¬ 
terparts in English cricket to demon¬ 
strate how cutting-edge science helps 
improve sporting performance. 

The 25-strong party visited Edgbas- 
ton cricket ground as part of a two- 
week visit to the university to explore 
how they can combine coaching and 
sports science techniques. 

Warwickshire CCC Academy Direc¬ 
tor Paul Greetham was able to show¬ 
case how the club uses biomechanics 
is used to enhance cricket players’ 


bowling and batting techniques. 
There was also a demonstration of 
the club’s high-speed camera system 
to analyse cricketers’ performance. 

Experts from the School of Sport, 
Exercise and Rehabilitation Sciences 
and University Birmingham Sport 
have put together a comprehensive 
programme for the visitors. 

It came about after discussions with 
the Indian Government’s Ministry 
of Youth Affairs and Sports and SAI 
about how the University of Birming¬ 
ham could help the country’s athletes 
boost their performance. 


Dr Martin Toms, senior lecturer in 
sport pedagogy in the School of Sport, 
Exercise and Rehabilitation Sciences, 
is a former professional cricket coach, 
with a PhD in youth participation and 
talent development in cricket. 

He said: “With the help of War¬ 
wickshire County Cricket Club, we 
are showing how sports science is ap¬ 
plied. We’re keen to showcase ways of 
identifying, developing and sustaining 
sports talent. By taking our guests to 
meet the university’s sports partners 
we hope to help them improve perfor¬ 
mance across Indian sport.” 


Terrifying kidnap gang 
targeted family in taxi 


THREE men from Sandwell have 
been jailed after carrying out a ter¬ 
rifying abduction of a mother and 
her three children in broad daylight. 

The victims had been travelling in a 
taxi when the defendants turned up and 
smashed a window with a crowbar. 

A court heard how the woman and her three 
children were then bundled into a car. 

The vehicle was driven off before later being 
stopped by officers after the woman managed 
to make a phone call to police. 

Mohammed Anser Khan, aged 31, of White¬ 
hall Road, Tipton; Muserat Khan, 36, of Greets 
Green Road, West Bromwich; and Ateek Khan, 
28, of Oak Road, West Bromwich, admitted 
conspiracy to kidnapping when they appeared 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court. Mohammed Khan 
was sentenced to six years, Muserat Khan five 
years and nine months, and Ateek Khan five- 
and-a-half years in jail. 

A charge of conspiracy to kidnapping was 
dropped against Zahoor Hussain, 39, of White¬ 
hall Road, Tipton. The victims, who have not 
been named for legal reasons, were not hurt 
during the kidnapping, which happened at 
about 4pm on March 4 in Oswestry. 

Intervene 

Mr John Oates, prosecuting, said the defend¬ 
ants had hired two cars to travel to the town to 
kidnap the victims, who had been travelling in 
a taxi. “The victim had been in the taxi when 
it stopped and she got out,” he said. “The two 
older children got out as well,” he said. “She 
was in the process of collapsing the baby seat. 
The defendants appeared and one of the win¬ 
dows to the taxi was smashed with a crowbar. 

“She and the rest of the family were put in 
one of the cars which drove away.” 

Mr Oates told the court the woman had used 
a mobile phone while in the car to contact po¬ 
lice, who later stopped the vehicle on the A5 
near Shrewsbury. 

The court also heard that members of the 
public had gathered while the incident was un¬ 
folding in Oswestry, including some who had 
tried to intervene and prevent the defendants 
leaving the town in the vehicles. Judge Peter 
Barrie said: “She had tried to keep her wherea¬ 
bouts secret and came to Oswestry for refuge.” 
Judge Barrie said Mohammed and Muserat 
Khan were at the ‘forefront’ of the kidnapping. 

All four got a restraining order, preventing 
them contacting the victims.

Complications 
followed surgery 

A WOMAN died after complications 
with surgery that could not be avoid¬ 
ed, an inquest heard. Jennifer Hud¬ 
son, aged 54, from Winson Green, 
died in Sandwell Hospital on April 27. 

Miss Hudson was admitted to City 
Hospital with abdominal pain in 
February before being transferred to 
Sandwell Hospital later that month. 

Black Country Coroners Court 
heard that following two operations 
on her bowel a leak occurred and she 
was put on a ventilation machine. 

Her condition fluctuated over the 
coming weeks and a blood clot and 
bleeding in the lung developed. 

The medical cause of death given 
was septic shock, abdominal infection 
and recent surgery for hernia. 

David Urpeth, assistant coroner, 
said: “She died of complications of 
surgery. Therefore it is a narrative 
conclusion that I deliver, that she died 
following necessary surgery. 

“It is clear to me that there is no 
criticism on the hospital trust.”

Apprentice training is taking off 


AN apprentice training centre in 
Birmingham is going from strength- 
to-strength. 

EEF’s training centre in Aston has 
seen the number of new apprentices 
almost triple in the two years since it 
opened its doors.

peared, other victims of the treat¬ 
ment came forward. I took the dossier 
to Ken Purchase. He raised it in Parlia¬ 
ment. Eventually, about 40 victims shared 
£200,000 compensation. Not a huge sum 
but that didn’t matter. What mattered was 
that these women, treated as hypochon¬ 
driacs or troublemakers, had been proved 
right. RIP, Ken. Shame there are not more 
like you. 

THERESA May has launched a nation¬ 
wide audit to monitor how people from 
various ethnic backgrounds are treated 
by public services. And what will hap¬ 
pen when they discover what is already 
known, but rarely whispered? It is the fact 
that some of the worst educational results, 
highest levels of illiteracy, gravest inci¬ 
dences of domestic violence, suicide and 
infant mortality, highest levels of crime and 
lowest uptake of vaccinations, are found 
not among newly-arrived migrants from 
the Third World but in the traveller and gip¬ 
sy communities which have lived in Britain 
for centuries?

Major delays after 
traffic lights failure

TRAFFIC on roads sur¬ 
rounding one of the busiest 
roundabouts in the Black 
Country was brought to a 
standstill as a traffic light 
failure caused chaos. 

The lights went down at the 
Birchley Island in Oldbury, causing 
problems on the M5 motorway as 
well as the Birmingham New Road 
and Wolverhampton Road. 

The island connects the two major 
dual carriageways as well as the slip 
roads for Junction 2 of the M5. 

Traffic from Churchbridge and 
Birchfield Road also feeds onto the 
notorious island, which is often 
dogged by traffic problems when the 
signals are working. 

The loss of the lights, last Tues¬ 
day, meant drivers had to direct 
themselves, causing havoc. 

The traffic lights went down at 
around 9am and the fault caused 
major problems on the motorway, 
with traffic left backing up on the 
hard shoulder. 

Engineers 

Highways bosses decided the sit¬ 
uation was so bad the exit slip road 
should be closed off. Engineers were 
brought in to try and fix the prob¬ 
lem and drivers were warned to give 
themselves extra time or avoid the 
area completely while the lights 
weren’t working. 

Delays of up to two hours were 
reported around the roundabout, 
which is regularly the scene of traf¬ 
fic queues during rush hour. 

Chloe Pickering said on Twitter: 
“It’s taken nearly two hours to get 
to Birchley Island, it normally takes 
15 mins.” 

Karl Sheldon, from Birmingham, 
said he had been stuck for 50 min¬ 
utes. Steve Britton simply said: 
“What about Birchley Island? #traf- 
fic #hell” 

The delays also impacted on bus 
services with four National Express 
West Midlands buses caught up in 
the jams. 

The traffic lights were eventually 
back up and running just before 
11am. 


Community cafe shuts its doors

ered more than 1,000 supporters, a post on the cafe’s 
Facebook page confirmed the closure. 

It read: “At the Board of Governors’ Finance and Gen¬ 
eral Purposes Committee a final decision to close Coffee 
Junction was confirmed. On behalf of college we thank 
all the Coffee Junction staff for their hard work and 
commitment, both to their customers and to students 


from QAC. We would also like to thank the customers 
for their continued support. Also, an extra big thank 
you to our students and volunteers - you are the reason 
we’ve enjoyed coming to work so much, watching you all 
thrive and become confident, amazing people.” 

Blind Dave Heeley, who was a former student and 
current Governor at QAC, said he hoped to learn more 
about the closure at the next governors meeting. 

Customers spoke of their sadness at the closure by 
commenting underneath the Facebook post. 

Natasha Comfort, said: “Thank you for striving to 
keep it going. Sorry it has not happened as you hoped. 
We enjoyed coffee junction often and it will be very 
missed.” 


Kitchen is 
installed 
at centre 
in revamp 

A COMMUNITY centre has been re¬ 
vamped as part of a council scheme. 
A new kitchen has been installed at 
St John’s Community Centre at Old¬ 
bury. 

The refurbishment was carried 
out by Wates Living Space Mainte¬ 
nance as part of Sandwell Council’s 
‘Hands-on Help’ community pro¬ 
gramme. 

The project saw workers from the 
firm and its supply chain partner, In¬ 
telligent Disabled Solutions, give up 
their time and materials to replace 
the kitchen at the St John’s Road 
centre. The scheme has seen the coun¬ 
cil’s housing refurbishment contrac¬ 
tors come together to make positive 
changes across the borough.

Campaign 
launched 
over road 
after death 

PEOPLE living along a main road 
where a teenager was killed have 
launched a campaign for new meas¬ 
ures to make it safer. 

Charlie Heywood died after being 
hit by a car on the A34 Birmingham 
Road in Great Barr in June. 

A petition signed by residents has 
been handed to Sandwell Council’s 
highways bosses, a report to an up¬ 
coming meeting has revealed. 

Council chiefs have been urged 
to introduce ‘traffic calming/safety 
measures on A34 Birmingham Road’ 
by community members. 

The report states: “In view of the 
recent fatality, a meeting has been 
held with highways and the police. 
Highways are now awaiting the cor¬ 
oner’s report to see if any road safety 
recommendations are made.” 

Mr Heywood, aged 19, of Morjon 
Drive, Great Barr, died from injuries 
sustained when he was hit by a car 
on the busy road, the opening of his 
inquest heard. He was being dropped 
off after a night out with friends 
along the A34 Birmingham Road at 
the junction with Bar Hill Close, on 
June 5. 

He was studying in London, and 
home for a weekend out with friends 
at the time. His inquest heard the 
cause of death was confirmed as fatal 
injuries due to road traffic collision. 

A 19-year-old driver was arrested 
in connection with the death and 
released on bail. Police want anyone 
who saw the accident that they hav¬ 
en’t spoken to to get in contact. Wit¬ 
nesses should call police on 101.

Prosperity improves in the Midlands 


The Midlands is more prosperous than it was a 
year ago, according to a new look at the economy. 

The second edition of the annual Barclays Pros¬ 
perity Map’s found that despite uncertain economic 
conditions during the year caused by volatile stock 
markets, China’s slowdown and the lead up to 
Brexit, prosperity in the region had been boosted by 
a strong housing market. 

The Barclays’ prosperity index showed an overall 
uplift in prosperity in the Midlands in comparison 
to last year’s study. 

The research uses factors including numbers of 
millionaires, average annual pay, the percentage of 
households giving to charity, business growth rates 
and exam scores to generate a unique index score 


for each UK region. The average house price in the 
East Midlands is £159,222, and £158,858 in the 
West Midlands which are the fifth and sixth highest 
in the UK. 

The Midlands also continues to host a thriving 
small and medium-sized enterprise scene which has 
played an important part in the region’s prosperity. 
The region’s small businesses have expanded their 
turnover by three per cent in the West Midlands and 
five per cent in the East Midlands compared with 
last year. 

GDP per capita grew faster in the Midlands than 
in London, rising by 10.7 per cent in East Midlands 
and 11.5 per cent in West Midlands, compared to 
just eight per cent in London. 


The Midlands is also home to 57,000 millionaires 
(32,000 in the West Midlands and 25,000 in the East 
Midlands) and the East Midlands and West Mid¬ 
lands are two of only five regions where the number 
of millionaires remained static. 

Paul Keiser, regional director for Barclays Wealth 
and Investment Management, said: “It is very en¬ 
couraging to see that prosperity in the Midlands is 
on an upwards trajectory, with our region’s innova¬ 
tive entrepreneurs playing a vital part in supporting 
our growth. The fact that Birmingham’s SMEs are 
now growing at the same rate as those in London 
demonstrates that we are ready to compete with the 
capital when it comes to providing the right condi¬ 
tions to start and grow a successful business.” 


Airport swamped by 
backlash on baggage 


BIRMINGHAM Airport faced an on¬ 
line backlash from disgruntled pas¬ 
sengers who voiced their disgust at 
long baggage delays this week. 

Passengers from arrival flights from Is¬ 
tanbul, Paphos and Dalaman complained 
that they were left waiting for up to an 
hour and 45 minutes after their flights. 

It comes after the airport announced that 
the last 12 months were the busiest in its 77- 
year history, welcoming 11 million passengers 
in August. 

Questions have been raised that the baggage 
handling companies operating at the airport 
have not employed enough staff to deal with 
the increased demand. 

Several fed up passengers took to Twitter to 
share their disgust. Here are just a handful of 
their comments 

Liam Mackay tweeted: “Landed at 16.04 
from Istanbul... bag arrived at 17.27! Missed 
train to Cardiff, hopefully get home before 9!” 

Eddy Tracey wrote: “any reason for the sig¬ 
nificant delays on the Paphos flight?” 

A disappointed Toby Russell tweeted: “55 
mins and still waiting for baggage... Poor check 
in service on the departure flight too... Not a 
great service at all! ” 

Handlers 

Ben Lyons was livid with his wait. He wrote: 
“Total chaos. Getting carousels mixed up and 
sending people to wrong ones! Hour after ar¬ 
rival and no bags.” 

Jit Patel said: “Record number of passengers 
gone through bhx, but ain’t got enough bag¬ 
gage handlers. BHX JOKE” 

Lauren Coyle added: “Give me my luggage, 
don’t appreciate looking at a carousel that isn’t 
moving for an hour.” 

And Alex Cleary said: “I’ve never waited at 
any airport so long for baggage, utter joke! One 
hour gone... still no bags from Dalaman.” 

Last Friday, the airport also posted its bus¬ 
iest single day to date, helping 44,767 passen¬ 
gers take to the skies. 

Birmingham Airport claimed that baggage 
handling at the airport was outsourced to two 
dedicated companies, Aviator and Swissport, 
and wouldn’t comment on delays suffered by 
their customers. 

Aviator and Swissport also refused to com¬ 
ment on why the delays happened, and whether 
they have enough staff to deal with the increas¬ 
ing demand when asked by the Express & Star.

Insight into the lives 
of ‘ordinary’ soldiers

A historian has captured the 
mood of troops in the Great 
War through their own words. 

TOM OAKLEY reports 

IT tells the tales of men from 
across Staffordshire and the 
Black Country who fought for 
their King and country in the First 
World War. 

South Staffords at War is an anthology 
with collections of biographies, newspa¬ 
per reports and diaries from 25 years of 
research on soldiers of the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment. 

Collated by Andrew Thornton, who is orig¬ 
inally from Cannock, it gives an insight into 
the life of soldiers including former workers 
with the Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express 
& Star - Joseph Nicholls of Wombourne and 
Ronald Lerry of Oswestry. 

The work is split into two volumes, with 
both of them featuring soldiers’ stories from 
the Great War. 

Soldiers from across the West Midlands - 
Hednesford, Cannock, Walsall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Tipton, among others - are included. 

Thinking 

Andrew told of how words written by the 
troops during the war are sometimes neglected 
in books. 

He said: “Fve been interested in soldiers of 
the South Staffordshire Regiment for about 25 
years now. 

“I wanted to tell the soldiers’ stories, and 
use their letters, because I don’t think many 
people know what the soldiers were thinking 
at the time. 

“There are constantly articles of the untold 
story but usually it isn’t untold and it’s been 
told many times before. 

“I just wanted to put their own words and 
thoughts out there for people to read them¬ 
selves. 

“I think a lot of time, similar books focus 
only on the soldiers on war memorials, but this 
book tells the story of those that survived the 
war as well as soldiers that died.” 

Andrew was invited to Westminster Abbey 
earlier this year after his work was spotted 
on Facebook. He contributed the account of a 


soldier, Sidney Richards, from West Bromwich, 
who was at Gommecourt on July 1, 1916. 

The words were read out by an actor in front 
an audience featuring the Queen and former 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Andrew added: “The book tells the tales of 
ordinary soldiers. 

“A lot of people read war poetry and about 
those that have been executed at war for deser¬ 
tion, but these are just ordinary soldiers that 
don’t get much recognition usually. 

“Fve been researching soldiers for 25 years 


now, since I was at Wolverhampton University. 
It’s been a long time but Fve had a bit of time 
on my hands recently. 

“I’d been helping people with their own 
books so I thought it was time to do my own,” 
he added. 

“I enjoy being able to find out about the men 
and sharing the stories. It’s nice to be able to 
get hold of a piece of information like a letter or 
name and seeing what you can find out about 
them.” 

Andrew, who now works as a full-time his¬ 


torical researcher, has used various methods to 
gather the stories and letters to go in the book, 
many of which were published in local newspa¬ 
pers during the Great War. 

Others are from diaries which have been pro¬ 
vided by relatives of the soldiers. 

“It’s nice if relatives of people in the book 
might come across it and find out something 
they didn’t know. That’s why I do it,” Andrew 
added. 

The books are currently available on Amazon 
and from The Museum of Cannock Chase.

s Mourners 
in protest 
get respite 

HUNDREDS of mourners who are at 
the centre of a row with Walsall Coun¬ 
cil over a grave maintenance issue 
have been told no enforcement action 
will be taken just yet. 

Protesters claim Walsall Council 
has given them 28 days to remove 
edgings and flowerbeds from graves at 
Streetly Crematorium and Cemetery, 
stating it is a ‘lawn cemetery’. 

However, a 500-strong protest out¬ 
side Walsall town hall recently, com¬ 
plemented by a 2,000-name petition 
opposing the move, has prompted the 
council to suspend any action until 
September 19. 

The petition will be presented to 
the council during a meeting on that 
date. The group has vowed to hold an¬ 
other demonstration outside the Wal¬ 
sall town hall on the night. 

Father-of-three Mehboob Matloob, 
aged 45, has been leading the fight on 
the cemetery where his youngeher is 
buried. Speaking about the council’s 
decision to postpone any enforcement 
action, he said: “It is a positive step, 
there is still a danger but at least 
things seem to be going in the right 
direction. Our concern is this issue 
has been going on for years and it has 
gone to the council before and nothing 
was done. The protest went very well, 
we had around 500 people turn up.” 

Post Office offered 
out as a franchise 

THE Post Office has confirmed it has 
started advertising for a partner to 
take on its Willenhall branch. 

It is feared the move will see the 
John Street-based service relocated, 
with cost-effectiveness cited as the 
reason.In a letter to MP David Winn- 
ick, the firm said: “When a firm plan 
for future provision of Post Offices 
services in Willenhall is established, 
we will undertake a six-week period 
of local public consultation.” 


LANDMARK lion statues on a 
roundabout at the gateway to 
Great Bridge have been gift¬ 
ed to Sandwell Council. 

Tony Roper - who rescued the 
two statues and got the council to 
install them on the roundabout 
back in 2002 - said he was proud 
the lions would be looked after for 
generations to come. 

Mr Roper agreed to gift the statues 
to the council with the late leader of 
the council, councillor Darren Cooper. 

Mr Roper and councillor David 
Hosell, cabinet member for highways 
and environment, met at the round¬ 
about to officially mark the gifting of 
the statues. 

Tony said: “I’ve done my bit and am 
very proud at what’s being done. 

“The lions have become a real land¬ 
mark and people from far and wide 
recognise them and associate them 
with Tipton and Great Bridge.” 

Previous 

Councillor Hosell said: “Tony has 
done an excellent job holding onto 
these lion statues, which are very 
well known in the area and passed 
by thousands of motorists every day. 
We thank Tony for gifting them to the 
council and we will make sure we look 
after them now and in the future.” 

As chair of Great Bridge Traders As¬ 
sociation, Mr Roper bought the stat¬ 
ues and they were moved from their 
previous location by the then Burnt 
Tree Island. 

They were situated at the entrance 
to Sawyers Restaurant (and the for¬ 
mer premises of Roman Mosaic ceram¬ 
ics factory). 


They were installed on the rounda¬ 
bout in Great Bridge, where Horseley 
Heath, Market Place, Great Western 
Way and New Road meet, in 2002 to 
mark the Queen’s Golden Jubilee. 

Councillor Hosell confirmed the 
council would be giving the statues a 
clean-up in the coming months. 

In recent months, it was announced 
that plans for redevelopment within 
Great Bridge could also be on the cards 
following the sale of a former car park. 


It was intended that the former 
market traders’ 100-space car park in 
the town centre would have been sold 
by May, but after an offer fell through 
it was put back on the market until 
June. 

Councillor Pete Allen, who repre¬ 
sents the Great Bridge ward, said that 
after two bids had fallen through he 
was happy to see it sold at last. 

He explained: “It has taken a while, 
because two companies put bids in 


that were below expectation. But fol¬ 
lowing a follow-up offer, it’s now at 
the contract stage. At the minute, no 
further information has been disclosed 
about the buyer, price or what could be 
built there. 

“Even though a residential develop¬ 
ment would be preferred, we are open 
to offers, including even a mix of retail 
and homes. I am just happy to see the 
sold signs go up at last and hopefully 
see a good use come to it.” 


Profits 
soar for 
airport 

SOARAWAY profits have rocketed by 
80 per cent at Birmingham Airport as 
it enjoyed its busiest-ever year, new 
figures reveal. Pre-tax profit jumped 
to £25 milli on in the 12 months to the 
end of March, according to accounts 
newly filed at Companies House. 

As passenger figures and air traffic 
soared to new highs, turnover at the 
airport grew by £9.5m to £130.5m. 

In their strategic report, directors 
said: “During the year ended March 
2016, Birmingham Airport reported 
its busiest ever year and for the first 
time in the airport’s history 10 million 
passengers passed through the termi¬ 
nals. It was also the fifth consecutive 
year of passenger growth, surpass¬ 
ing the previous record set during 
2015/16 by 5.5 per cent.” 

The airport earns its income from 
two key revenue streams. Aeronau¬ 
tical income is generated by charges 
levied on airlines, for aircraft and pas¬ 
sengers using its facilities. Commer¬ 
cial income is from activities including 
duty free shopping, car parking, cater¬ 
ing and property rental. 

The report reveals that Birming¬ 
ham’s aeronautical income grew by 
four per cent in the year but the com¬ 
mercial side enjoyed another strong 
year with income up 10.5 per cent, 
boosted by developments in the ter¬ 
minal with a new Giraffe restaurant 
and revamps to its Wetherspoon pub 
and Dixons and Next shops. 

It was a year that also saw 11 new 
airlines signing up to use Birming¬ 
ham, including American Airlines, 
Iberia Express, Qatar, Icelandair, 
Czech Airlines, VLM and Blue Air. 

2015 saw a string of new flight 
destinations, as passenger numbers 
grew to 10.4 million. That growth 
has continued unabated this year, 
with figures revealing 11 million peo¬ 
ple passed through over the last 12 
months.

FIREFIGHTERS battled to save a be¬ 
loved Shire horse who would have 
died if they had been unable to get 
her back on her hooves. 

Around 10 members of West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Service worked tirelessly 
on Saturday August 20 to help the injured 
animal as she lay helplessly on the ground 
at Sandwell Valley Riding Centre. 

The difficult rescue at the stables on 
Wigmore Lane was broadcast live for 
20 minutes through the service’s Twit¬ 
ter feed and YouTube. 

Their painstaking efforts succeeded, 
and the pet horse named Tess is now 
making a full recovery. Grateful owner 
Jackie Stokes said: “She wouldn’t be 
here today if it wasn’t for the fire ser¬ 
vice. If horses can’t get up, then they 
are euthanised.” 

Mrs Stokes, 46, lives nearby in 
Stone Cross, West Bromwich, but due 
to Tess’ large size at 17.2 hands, is un-

able to keep her at home. The family 
only bought Tess, who they believe 
is aged around 16, back in March to 
be ridden by their very tall 15-year- 
old daughter Amy. Mrs Stokes added 
that the horse had been in poor health 
when they got her, but they had done 
all they could to nurse her back to 
health. 

Unfortunately they discovered that 
she had sustained another injury. 

“She came in with a cut on her leg. 
We contacted the vet whose advice was 
to make sure she had pain relief, and 
to keep her inside. But she lay down in 


the stable and we couldn’t get her up,” 
explained Mrs Stokes. 

A spokesman from West Midlands 
Fire Service said: “We received a call 
at 9.19am and sent a technical rescue 
team who are based in Wednesbury. 

“On arrival they requested back-up 
and further equipment from our tech¬ 
nical rescue team located in Bickenhill. 

“It involved a female shire horse 
weighing approximately 800kg, una¬ 
ble to stand because of an injury to the 
right, rear hind leg.” In the end they 
had to use a tractor to provide enough 
leverage to help her up.

A COMMUNITY centre was filled to the raft¬ 
ers recently, when it celebrated 25 years 
since it opened. 

Cape Community Care Day Centre, based in Dud¬ 
ley Road, Smethwick offers services for the elder¬ 
ly and vulnerable, from freshly prepared meals, to 
crafts and gentle exercise. 

The day centre team also provides meals on wheels. 
Sandwell’s Mayor, Councillor Julie Webb was in attend¬ 
ance as the community came together to celebrate the cen¬ 
tre’s milestone with music, entertainment and top-notch 
food. 

In 1990 under the Community Care Act, officers for the 
council were empowered to engage with and support black 
and minority ethnic (BME) communities across the bor¬ 
ough, with the provision of day centres, luncheon clubs, 
residential accommodation and drop-in centres. 

Stanford Fairing and Hazel Mills both at the time had 


concerns for the Afro-Caribbean elderly within the commu¬ 
nity and were involved as volunteers in a small unfunded 
project, covering the Smethwick and Cape Hill areas. How¬ 
ever, they realised they were only scratching the surface 
with their efforts and so looked into ways to transform and 
develop their dream into a reality. Timing was perfect and 
the small united group met with Alf Hutchinson who then 
was a worker for social services department. 

Things got into place quite quickly with Stanford, his 
wife Florice, Hazel, plus cooks Clementine Fagin and Ruth 
Mair. 

Funding was provided by the council to build and ren¬ 
ovate a community hall, providing office facilities and a 
kitchen. A need was identified for a one day a week day 
care service and the group decided to run the unfunded ad¬ 
ditional day as luncheon club activities. The funding sup¬ 
port was again provided by Sandwell Council to help turn 
the initial dreams of this small group of pioneers into re¬ 
ality and the Cape Community Care Day Centre was born. 


The church had the vision to purchase the adjoining 
warehouse which was then renovated into the current cen¬ 
tre, with funding providedby Harborne Parish Land Trust. 

Today the centre has a warm, friendly feel to it, with 
a family environment, serving 52 clients, 95 per cent of 
which being from African Caribbean descent. 

Activities enable the users to renew dormant skills, or 
learn new ones, such as singing, dancing, sewing, crafts 
- card-making, tiling, playing dominos and enjoying a 
healthy freshly-prepared meal. The Centre offers meals- 
on-wheels to home bound clients and a visiting service. 

A spokesman said: “The centre helps the development 
of individuals’ security and builds confidence, reduces iso¬ 
lation and loneliness. The Centre is now well-established 
and depends on the efforts and services of volunteers to 
continue deliver the vision. We also want to say a big thank 
you to Sandwell Social Services, Sandwell Council, Har¬ 
borne Land Parish Trust and the late Darren Cooper for 
the funding and support they have given over the years.”

but never realised a story she was reading 
in the local newspaper would have such an 
impact on her daily living. 

The devout Catholic from County Cork 
in southern Ireland, who moved to London 
when she was 25, adds: “I’d come to 
Wolverhampton and in a quiet moment was 
reading the free paper, The Chronicle. I saw 
a story there about a lady who couldn’t eat 
properly and how Steven had sorted her out, 
so I kept the cutting.” 

Eight years passed before she was 
prompted to look at the narrative again after 
her denture prescription from the Hungarian 
capital broke. 

“I read it over and over again, booked an 
appointment, got on the train and made my 
way to Dudley,” she recalls. 

Theresa suffered all her denture life with a 
protruding lower bite where the bottom teeth 
are more prominent than the upper. This 
can sometimes make chewing difficult and 


patients self-conscious. “I could never bite 
an apple and had to chew very carefully. My 
bottom dentures were so unstable my diet 
was always restricted,” she says. 

Staff at the clinic in North Street were 
shocked to learn she had travelled alone to 
her appointment and was returning to her 
Golders Green apartment in London the 
same day. 

I’ll have steak 

“Nothing was going to stop me,” she 
added. “The teeth I’d been made ten years 
before in Budapest were useless and they 
hurt like hell. My new ones don’t hurt at all 
and for the very first time my top teeth can 
come over my bottom teeth.” 

On the day her new prescription was fitted 
she decided to celebrate with a meal out at 
the Miller & Carter steakhouse in Penn. 

“I was advised to take it gently, but my 


teeth felt so good I thought I’ll have a steak,” 
she says. 

It was the first time Theresa could tackle 
such a “difficult meal”. With schoolgirl 
laughter she adds: “I loved it. It was worth 
waiting for.” 

Admitting to a regular tipple of red wine 
(Shiraz and Merlot are her favourites) she’s 
determined to carry on celebrating her new 
teeth and making the best of her restored 
confidence. 

“I may even manage the odd glass of 
sherry,” she jokes. “It’s been a long time 
coming and I’m so grateful that I don’t have 
to put my hand over my mouth any more. I 
was always afraid to smile, but now . . . look 
at me, all thanks to Steven.” 

Theresa’s problems began when at 18 she 
took at job as a doctor’s receptionist in Cork. 
She was advised to have a full clearance 
after gum disease was diagnosed. 

“The bite on every set of teeth I had was 



never right until now,” she says. 

Theresa left Cork with two other girls to 
stay with an order of nuns in Harrow. 

“I was helping at a nursing home. The 
Reverend Mother sent my two friends back 
home but encouraged me to apply for a job 
with the Queen’s Household and I worked as 
a deputy catering supervisor at Buckingham 
Palace.” 

Reflecting on her colourful life, she adds 
in a beautifully musical Cork accent: “Every 
year I get a Christmas card from the Queen.”

Payslip of Albion's Jesse 
shows a different era 


A CENTURY-OLD payslip 
showing the modest earn¬ 
ings of a West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion player has sold at auc¬ 
tion for £190. 

The document showed that 
England international Jesse Pen¬ 
nington picked up just £4 a week 
in 1910. 

The sum was equivalent to £429 in 
today’s money - a little different to 
what the likes of Wayne Rooney and 
other Premier League stars are paid 
now. 

Even Albion’s players are paid tens 
of thousands of pounds a week - a 
figure which will likely climb even 
further following the club’s recent 
Chinese takeover. 

When it was put up for auction, the 
lot was given an estimate of £120 to 
£150 which it exceeded. 

Emma Carberry, from Hansons 
Auctioneers, said there was serious 
interest in the items online. 

Competition 

She said: “The winning bid was 
placed by an internet bidder. There 
were a few people bidding in the room 
and a lot of competition on the inter¬ 
net. It was really exciting and it’s nice 
to know it got above its estimate.” 

Pennington, a full-back, played for 
the Baggies for 455 times from 1903 
to 1922, also making 25 appearances 
for England. 

The ‘payers agreement’ was discov¬ 
ered in the drawer of a West Midlands 
home by Charles Hanson, manager of 
Hansons Auctioneers, near Derby. 

Pennington was involved in a dis¬ 
pute with the club at the time and had 
briefly joined Kidderminster Harriers. 

The document shows the defender 
registering for the Harriers, after he 
left Albion. 

Pennington, nicknamed ‘Peer¬ 
less,’only had a short stint at Harriers,

Sadia at forefront of 
immune deficiency 


TWENTY YEARS AGO an 
enthusiastic medic left her 
home country to pursue 
medicine in the UK. 

It was a decision she has not re¬ 
gretted as she has built up one of 
the best centres in the country to 
treat immune deficiency. 

Consultant Sadia Noorani joined the 
Immunology Department at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust with the ambition to offer better 
care to patients, and now under her 
leadership the immunology depart¬ 
ment is leading the way in innovative 
practice. 

Originally from Pakistan, Sadia 
originally considered specialising in 
Neurology. She said: “My plan was to 
focus on neurology, but then I discov¬ 
ered immunology. I instantly took an 
interest in the field. It is a fascinating 
subject where you can see right away 
how to combine science and medicine. 
I decided this is what I really want to 
do and have never looked back. 

“No two days are the same in our 
department. We help patients learn 
about what causes their immune sys¬ 
tem to be deficient. These individuals 
have long term conditions and we de¬ 
velop a partnership with them where 
we all work together to manage these 
conditions. 

“This can sometimes be a matter of 
life and death. A lot of our patients are 
not sure what they are allergic to and 
without thorough investigation; they 
could accidentally consume food that 
may harm them. At the same time, 
we help patients learn that there are 
foods they can eat that they considered 
off limits before. It can help improve 
their quality of life.” 

Sadia came to the Trust when the 
team was relatively small and she 
said: “In 2008 when I joined the trust 
the team was very small and we were 
unable to provide a whole range of

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs.

treatments which meant many of the 
patients had to travel to other cen¬ 
tres for such treatments. However, I 
wanted to change that so I worked with 
the team to develop the department. 
We now provide all the treatment and 
tests necessary for our patients right 
in the centre of Birmingham. In addi¬ 
tion, as our service is regional, a large 
number of our patients travel from 
Black Country to access our services.” 

When asked what motivates her at 
work, she explained: “There is nothing 
more rewarding than seeing your work 
has made a difference to someone’s 
life.” Sadia has also been inspired by 
her close relationship with her team 
and she believes that is vital in terms 
of improvement. She said: “I have an 
excellent and supportive team. They 
are happy to stay on after their shift 
finishes in order to complete tasks. 
They are always very aware of how 
their work impacts patients’ quality 
of life and care and remain focused on 


this. They are also a really nice bunch 
of people and we enjoy socialising as 
a team out of work. “It is a very good 
trust to work for. We have been able 
to improve the services over the last 
couple of years.” 

Outside of work, Sadia enjoys cook¬ 
ing, baking, travelling, reading and 
spending time with her family. She 
said: “Travelling opens up your hori¬ 
zons and I really enjoy experiencing 
different cultures and how people do 
things differently.” 

Sadia has many heroes who she is 
inspired and influenced by and one of 
them is Abdul Sattar Edhi. Sadia ex¬ 
plained: “Abdul was just an ordinary 
man from Pakistan. He built orphan¬ 
ages and helped hundreds of abused 
women to find a safe place to stay. 
Sadly, he passed away recently. How¬ 
ever, the dedication and the commit¬ 
ment that he exhibited really inspired 
me and reminded me that one person 
can make a real difference.” 


Mother touched by 
tributes to Kristie

A MOTHER devastated by the 
sudden death of her 22-year- 
old Baggies fan daughter, 
has been touched by the 
many tributes, including from 
the club itself. 

West Bromwich Albion paid 
their respects to Kristie Rose Rog¬ 
ers, who was an avid fan. 

She was a tal¬ 
ented footballer 
herself, with her 
death prompt¬ 
ing a round of 
applause in the 
fifth minute of 
Albion’s game 
against Everton 
at the Haw¬ 
thorns. 

Kristie’s 
mother Andrea 
Billingham 
was also over¬ 
whelmed when 
she received a 
letter from the 
club’s manager Tony Pulis, expressing 
his condolences. 

It was after struggling with depres¬ 
sion, that Kristie took her own life 
in July at her home in Rowley Regis. 
At her funeral more than 500 people 
turned up, with most wearing a Bag¬ 
gies shirt in her honour, and creating 
a huge procession down to the crema¬ 
torium. 

Andrea said: “She was a big Albion 
fan. She always played football, for the 
Brierley Hill Bullets and the Stour¬ 
bridge Ladies. It was her passion.” 

On the morning before the match, 
which included the fifth minute trib¬ 
ute in the official programme, Andrea 
along with a group of Kristie’s cousins 
and friends united to take part in the 
Birmingham Colour Run. 

They successfully raised nearly 
£2,500 to go towards a new charity 
they are setting up in Kristie’s mem¬ 
ory - the Kristie Rose Foundation. 

One of Kristie’s best mates Jordan 
Goodridge is doing all she can to pro¬ 
mote the charity and spread the word 


even further. Jordan is currently out 
in Mzimba, Malawi, helping disadvan¬ 
taged children with both physical and 
mental disabilities. It was a trip she 
had been due to take with Kristie, and 
is now undertaking in her memory. 
She is even helping to set up the Kris¬ 
tie Rose Children’s Centre out there, 
for which the first bricks are already 
being made ready for construction in 
September. 

Establishing this will be the initial 
focus of the charity, with many more 
fundraising events planned, including 
Stourbridge Ladies taking part in a 
half marathon, a Christmas fair, and a 
marathon and three peak challenge by 
more of Kristie’s friends. 

Her mother hopes to continuing 
raising funds through the Foundation 
to help those suffering with their men¬ 
tal health. 

Andrea said: “I feel that there is 
nothing out there for people who are 
desperate. I took Kristie to the doctors 


13 days previously, but they just tried 
to give her tablets. She needed some¬ 
one to talk to. It is the most devastat¬ 
ing thing to have happened. My life 
will never be the same again. 

“I’m not doing a day at a time, I’m 
just trying an hour at a time. The grief 
is phenomenal. It is something no-one 
should experience.“I want to make 
sure that Kristie’s memory lives on. 
She was here for a reason. Kristie was 
the most beautiful, talented, inspira¬ 
tional person, so loving and kind to 
everybody else. Nobody ever knew of 
her sadness. 

“She was such a character. She was 
hilariously funny, and lit up any room 
that she walked into.” 

Kristie’s nan Susan Whitehead 
added: “She was so loving and kind. 
She was hilarious. But it was a mask.”

Medal for winning marathon trial race 


Decades on and medal is 
found in grandson’s loft 


IT was won by a Black Coun¬ 
try runner more than 110 
years ago in one of the first 
organised marathons in Eng¬ 
land. 

But Jack Price’s winning Cov¬ 
entry to West Bromwich trial 
marathon medal lay undiscovered 
for decades - a great shame for 
Halesowen Athletics Club, which 
he helped set up. 

Professional 

But that disappointment has 
turned to delight for athletics fans 
after the medal was discovered by 
his grandson Micky Whitehouse 
as he searched for wedding photo¬ 
graphs in his loft of his Halesowen 
home. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I came 
across the medal,” said Mr White- 
house. “I picked it up, read the inscrip¬ 
tion and thought ‘I’ve found it’. 

“It is a real treasure which will be

now kept in the family, passed down 
to the next generation.” 

The inscription reads ‘Presented 
to J Price, Small Heath Harriers, by 
Mr HA Butler for winning marathon 
trial race, May 9 1908. Distance 25 1/2 
miles. Time 2hrs 37min 13sec.” 

The race, thought to be one of the 
first of its kind, sealed Price’s position 
in the 1908 Olympic Games in London. 
He was one of Britain’s 12 representa¬ 
tives for the marathon. 

Unfortunately, he pulled out after 
15 miles. 

He turned professional but then 
served in the First World War in the 
Royal Garrison Artillery, fighting at 
The Battle of the Somme. 

In the 1920s, he started a club that 
was a sub-section of Birchfield Harri¬ 
ers for 20 years before it became the 
Halesowen Athletics & Cycling Club. 

His links with it continued until 


his death in 1965 and club members 
turned up in their droves at the plaque 
unveiling. 

Earlier this year a plaque was un¬ 
veiled for Price, who was born in 
Shropshire but moved to Halesowen 
aged 17, in his home town’s Somers 
Square. 

And a drive at Halesowen Athletics 
Club’s Manor Abbey Stadium has been 
named after him. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “I have been 
calling for 25 years to get the plaque. 
He deserved it. 

Proud 

“He was an amazing person and 
someone I am proud to say was part 
of my family.” 

Also found by Mr Whitehouse, of 
Barn Close, was a medal for an inter¬ 
national cross country championship 
in 1906. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “He was a re¬ 
markable man.” 

Halesowen Athletics & Cycling Club 
now plan to make a copy of the mara¬ 
thon medal and put it on display.

D-Day veteran Fred gets a 
poignant send-off at funeral

ONE of the Black Country’s leading 
education associations for working and 
retired people opened up its doors for a 
new season recently with a talk from lo¬ 
cal historian, Ned Williams.

FRIENDS, family and ex-service¬ 
men gave D-Day hero Fred Har¬ 
vey a fitting send-off before cele¬ 
brating his incredible life. 

Mr Harvey’s coffin was taken from 
his home on Station Road, Pelsall, to 
St Michael and All Angels church on 
the same gun carriage that took King 
Richard III to his reburial last year. 

The 93-year-old died on August 11, and 
his funeral was attended by a Sergeant 
Major, six ex-members of the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment and around 40 friends 
and family. 

He was born on October 22, 1922, to Ber¬ 
nard and Florence Harvey, was raised in 
Chasetown and studied at Brownhills High. 
He lied about his age to join the TA South 
Staffordshire Regiment, but was found out 
and duly transferred to the Royal Artillery. 

He worked his way up the ladder and on 
D-Day he was in the first wave in support of 
the Royal Winnipeg Rifles of the 3rd Cana¬ 
dians onto Juno Beach. 

His daughter, Sue Allsopp, said: “He con¬ 
sidered himself the luckiest man on earth, 
as he got through not only Normandy but 
the whole war without a scratch. 

“He did, however, lose some of the friends 
that he had joined up with, some killed on 
Juno beach and others elsewhere in Nor¬ 
mandy. 

“Later in life, he returned to France to 


find their graves and pay them respect.” 

Mr Harvey moved through France, Bel¬ 
gium, Holland and into Germany during 
the war. 

As the fighting drew to a close he was in 
Plon, Northern Germany, at Army HQ be¬ 
fore being demobbed and returning home. 

Upon his return he married Dorothy Ed¬ 
wards on February 24, 1945. 

The pair had met in Brownhills, when 
Dorothy and a friend followed Mr Harvey 
and a fellow soldier, laughing at their uni¬ 
forms. Together, the pair had eight chil¬ 
dren, three girls and five boys. 

After outgrowing their home in Rushall, 
the family moved to Station Street in Pel¬ 
sall, where Mr Harvey and his wife would 
spend the rest of their lives. 

Mrs Allsopp said: “Dad was very proud 
of his family and loved nothing more than 
being surrounded by them. 

“He was very generous when it came to 
nights out and holidays. 

“He would take the family away on holi¬ 
day every year, right up into his 90s. 

“We are all very proud of him, we love 
and miss him so much.” 

Earlier this year, he was among British 
war veterans belatedly honoured in rec¬ 
ognition of their role in the liberation of 
France and received his Legion d’Honneur 
- France’s highest military honour. 

But he died before being formally pre¬ 
sented with the medal. 


Crash victim is cut from car 


ONE woman has had to be cut from a car 
following a crash on the M5. The crash 
took place on the M5 northbound between 
junction one in West Bromwich and junc¬ 
tion two at Oldbury at around 6.40pm on 
Sunday. 

One car hit the central reservation in the 
collision and the other car careered into the 
middle lane. One car contained four passen¬ 
gers, one of which, a woman, had to be cut 
free by fire crews. The other car only con¬ 
tained the driver. 

Big queues formed immediately in the af¬ 


termath of the crash, with Highways Eng¬ 
land updating their website to state that 
they expected the backlog of traffic to clear 
from 8.45pm to 9pm on the night. 

Delays of 10 minutes were expected by 
the agency, and two lanes were closed while 
emergency services worked to remove the 
cars. West Midlands Fire Service confirmed 
that two cars were in collision and that they 
had sent two fire engines to the scene. One 
was placed at the site of the crash and an¬ 
other was put on standby in the southbound 
direction in case needed.

IZZY Bizu has boho charm 
with her light and lilting style 
of jazzy acoustic soul but 
her quirky, perky skitter-scat 
style of singing may irritate 
as many as it captivates.

Pop Idol and soon to be Strictly 
Come Dancing contestant Will Young 
follows up last year’s excellent 85%

Whilst applauding his decision to 
radically rework some familiar songs, I 
don’t think The Buzzcocks’ Ever Fallen 
In Love benefits from being slowed to 
a dirge-like pace, or The Beatles’ I’m 
Only Sleeping is improved by travelling 
the other way, from dreamy to jaunty. 
Jazz takes on Joni Mitchell’s Answer 
Me My Love and John Martyn’ One

World are more successful and his ver¬ 
sion of Ryan Adams track Amy is pretty 
faithful. 

French duo The Liminanas use 
half-spoken, half-whispered An¬ 
glo-French vocals, Farfisa organ and 
shimmering guitars for a summery 
Gallic take on psychedelic pop on their 
fourth album, Malamore. 

It will appeal to those who enjoy the 
Gauloises flavoured French 60s pop 
of Serge Gainsbourg (El Beach) plus 
a twist of Ennio Morricone whimsy (El 
Sordo), whilst Dahlia Rouge and The 
Dead Are Walking recall The Velvet Un¬ 
derground. 

Original ‘riot grrl’ Kathleen Hanna 
(ex-Bikini Kill) is on fine form with her 
latest band The Julie Ruin on Hit Re¬ 
set, railing against sexism and abuse. 


I Decide has swirling PiL style guitar 
and Let Me Go is almost Go-Gos-like 
with its punky power pop. In contrast 
to mostly anger-fuelled songs, closing 
song Calveryon is a tender ballad, a 
tribute to her mother. 

Essex punks Asylums deliver an en¬ 
ergetic, hard riffing debut with songs 
that combine angry social comment 
with a dose of sarcasm on their album 
Killer Brainwaves... Southend’s an¬ 
swer to Green Day? 

Asylums play The Rainbow in Dig- 
beth on October 28. 

Protest singer L.A. Salami sounds 
like a poet first and a musician sec¬ 
ond on his debut album Dancing With 
Bad Grammar, urban folk based upon 
acoustic guitar with some rock and 
hip-hop flourishes. He calls his music 
‘postmodern blues’ but it feels that 
more time was spent on honing the lyr¬ 
ics than the music.

King Lear, Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre 

SHAKESPEARE’S most 
bleak, profound and per¬ 
plexing play is made accessi¬ 
ble in Gregory Doran’s mov¬ 
ing production of King Lear, 
in which a God-like mon¬ 
arch is diminished by old 
age and foolish decisions. 

Lear has been played by 
many famous actor-knights, 
and the latest Sir to play the 
King at the RSC is Antony 
Sher. He does not dominate 
a production which becomes 
a true ensemble work. 

His pagan king makes a 
grand entrance lifted aloft in 
a perspex box but he shrinks 
as his power slips away, 
casting off his Cossack-like 
fur coat and finally reduced 
to his long johns. The box 
makes a blood-splattered re¬ 
turn after the interval when 
his loyal ally Gloucester is 
blinded in a scene of literally 
eye-popping cruelty. 

Lear can be seen as the 
story of a family destroyed 
by dementia as senile and 
cantankerous Lear, prone 
to unpredictable rages, al¬ 
ienates his daughters. Sher 
captures the king’s confu¬ 
sion and exasperation. 

Outstanding sup¬ 
port comes from David 
Troughton as honest 
Gloucester. Paapa Essiedu, 
who recently played Ham¬ 
let, makes the jealous Ed¬ 
mund almost likeable. This 
young actor would make a 
deliciously wicked Richard 
III, the role that launched 
Sher’s career 30 years ago. 

King Lear continues at 
Stratford until October 15.

Jools proves he is still 
King of the music shows 


T he pianist and bandleader 
returns with a new run of his 
musical showcase - the 49th in 
total for anyone who’s still counting. 

And it gets off to a flier, as 
Nashville’s Kings of Leon present 
material from forthcoming record 
Walls, their first new album in three 
years. 

After overcoming tensions following 
the release of 2013’s Mechanical Bull, 
the Southern rock gods have mixed 
things up for their seventh LP. 

They uprooted their families to Los 
Angeles to record, worked with a new 
producer, experimented with 
unfamiliar sounds, and 
committed themselves to the most 
personal lyrics of their career. 

The result seems to be a band with 
a renewed purpose, proud of their 
boldest record yet. Frontman Caleb 
Followill explained their current 
mindset to Entertainment Weekly. 

“We’re in the best place we’ve ever 
been,” he says. 

“We’re enjoying what we’re doing, 
and we have a great relationship 
outside of making music. 


‘A lot of bands don’t make it this 
long, especially family bands. Right 
now we’re more excited than we’ve 
ever been to work.” 

Caleb, along with his brothers 
Nathan and Jared, and cousin 
Matthew will be in the studio this 
evening, and hopefully fans will get 
the chance to hear classic tracks such 
as Sex on Fire, Use Somebody and 
Notion, as well as songs from Walls. 

Next on the bill is Jack White, who 
makes his solo acoustic debut, 
re-interpreting songs from his back 
catalogue. 

White is best known as the lead 
singer and guitarist of duo The White 
Stripes, along with fellow Detroit 
native Meg White. 

However, he has also had success 
in other bands and as a solo artist, 
and is widely credited as one of the 
key artists in the garage rock revival of 
the 2000s. 

Also joining Jools in the studio is 
Sting, performing tracks from 57th & 
9th, his 13th solo work, which is slated 
for release in November. 

Following forays into classical music, 


the 64-year-old’s new record a has 
much more rock-oriented sound which 
is sure to please many of his loyal 
fans from his days as frontman of The 
Police. 

American singer and songwriter 
Jillian Rose Banks, better known 
simply as Banks, delivers a slice dark 
R’n’B with music predominantly from 
her second album The Altar. 

Following the release of two 
extended plays, Fall Over and London, 
in 2013, Banks released her debut 
album, Goddess, in 2014. 

The Altar, which is due for release in 
a couple of weeks should build of her 
already growing reputation on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

Finally, Anthony Gonzalez’s French 
electronic music band M83, present 
their 1980s-inflected disco dream pop. 

The band has released seven 
albums and two soundtracks so far, 
including the Grammy Award- 
nominated Hurry Up, We’re Dreaming, 
which they followed up back in April 
with Junk - the band’s first studio 
release without long-time vocalist and 
keyboardist Morgan Kibby.

Culture vulture - the Old Town in Prague is steeped in history 


A place to stay - the Parkhotel Praha

Every way you turn there is another amazing building 


Czech this out: Pretty Prague is 
not just about beer and stag dos 


MENTION a trip to Prague and 
there is usually a fairly predicta¬ 
ble response about cheap beer 
and often memories of stag dos! 

To be fair, this is normally accompa¬ 
nied by a description of how beautiful 
a city Prague is. Which indeed it is. 

Thousands of years of history, archi¬ 
tecture and culture can be found in these 
streets of the capital of the Czech Republic. 

And it is also fair to say that Czechs love 
their beer. Our tour guide announced with 
some pride that latest figures showed the 
Czech Republic drinks the most beer in the 
world at 143 litres per head. Britain did not 
make the top 10! 

But this particular guide, Jan Macuch, 
was actually leading a Food Lover’s Guide 
to Prague tour. Now I like beer, but I do 
love my food and this tour visits some of the 


Prague 


most interesting, charming and authentic 
restaurants dotted around the city. As we 
walked between food stops we were given 
an insight into the nooks and crannies far 
from the usual tourist beat. 

The tour started in a gingerbread ‘house’, 
a quaint little business run by two sisters- 
in-law. Their biscuits are made to authen¬ 
tic recipes and include the mouth-watering 
plum jam and tasty poppy seed kolache. 

Next stop was two neighbouring traders. 
On the left was Sisters, making traditional 
open-faced sandwiches which are smaller 
than the Scandinavian offering with quite 
exciting fillings from local ingredients. Next 
door was the local artisan butchers with the 
speciality Prague ham and tasty sausage 
cured to traditional methods. 

Dipping through the alleyways of the Old 


Town we went to Restaurant Zvonice - pos¬ 
sibly the best kept secret in Prague. Set in¬ 
side a belltower, with heavy beams, a cosy 
atmosphere and city views, this was a very 
special experience. Here we tasted the Old 
Bohemian Soup, a thick, creamy meal with 
an unusual sausage twist. 

Imposing 

From here we moved to the hidden court¬ 
yard cafe of Styl & Interier. This began as 
an interiors shop but was so popular be¬ 
cause of the coffee it provided that it also 
developed as a garden cafe. 

The three-hour tour concluded at Cave 
Louvre, an imposing building that has been 
in business since 1902. Here we went for a 
true traditional dinner with Czech dump¬ 
lings (much lighter than the British ones), 
braised beef and cranberry compote, fol¬ 
lowed by apple strudel. 


It may be worth pointing out that Eating 
Prague Tours also launched a beer tour, 
Brews and Views, on July 19. 

Beer and food aside, I have always 
wanted to visit Prague and was delighted 
when Czech Airlines began flying from Bir¬ 
mingham Airport to Vaclav Havel airport in 
April. This historic city was now just a two- 
hour flight away and there was no reason 
not to indulge my curiosity. 

English is widely spoken in Prague so 
it is easy enough to find your way around 
the city visiting some of the amazing sights 
and indulging your tastebuds. The frequent 
trams make getting around the city very 
simple. It was only 110 koruna (about £3) 
for a 24-hour ticket. 

But if you really want to learn about this 
proud city which in recent decades alone 
has undergone occupation, socialism and fi¬ 
nally independence a guided tour is advised.

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Kia ticks 
the list of 
must-do 
models

IT’S onward and upward for Kia as it launch¬ 
es a new estate car aimed at prising business 
users out of their current family wagons and 
into something designed in Europe and only 
sold here too. 

Yes, it’s built in Korea, but that counts as a positive 
to many buyers, who reckon Kia’s seven year warran¬ 
ty would only be offered on a car its maker reckoned 
would not be triggered. 

The upward bit comes from the height of the car, a scant 
5mm taller than the existing Optima saloon, thanks to stand¬ 
ard roof rails fitted across all versions of the new Sportswag- 
on, which otherwise precisely matches the booted version 
in length and width (4,855mm/1,860mm). 

And it’s onward because the wagon is another tick in the 
list of must-do models that sits in a safe at HQ (I’m guessing 
that bit) as Kia pushes into ever widening parts of the car 
market. 

In the case of the Sportswagon, priced from £22,295, it is 
taking a measured approach to sales success with a car that 
looks smart in a restrained sort of way on the outside and a 
bit black inside when you sink into the driver’s seat. 

No doubting the Sportswagon’s practical side, though, 
with a boot that is a useful 552 litres with the rear seats in 
position and a ‘let’s take the kitchen sink on holiday too’ 
1,686 litres with the seats folded down. You can split the rear 
seat 40:20:40, adding to the combinations of people versus 
bits that will fit into the Sportswagon. 

Hybrid 

Next year you’ll be able to buy a Sportswagon with a bit 
less luggage space because it will be loaded with a big bat¬ 
tery and electric motor, turning the car into a plug-in hybrid 
(PHEV) and available now in £31,495 saloon form. 

The saloon has been on sale for some time without the 
electrical bits, but in the UK sells on tiny numbers - you 
need a posher badge than Kia’s to make a success of a 
booted car in our market. 

The estate Sportswagon, on the other hand is expected 
to sell in significant numbers and push the company into 
direct competition with ‘semi premium’ contenders like the 
VW Passat. 

On the looks front it is already there but work remains 
to be done on the interior, where a rather bleak expanse of 
black plastics dominates, although it is all put together with 
a near-VW attention to fit and finish. 

There is but one engine offered, a familiar 1.7 litre, 139bhp 
diesel engine attached to either a 6-speed manual gearbox 
or a dual clutch automatic, with seven forward gears. 

The vast majority of Sportswagons will be driven on com¬ 
pany business and that inevitably means diesel in the tank, 
for still compelling economy reasons. 

Talking of which, the Sportswagon manages an official 
64.2mpg but, inevitably, that flatters the car in the real world, 
where we saw 40.8mpg on a German test route with lots of 
superbly surfaced roads, often winding through immaculate 
villages seemingly bereft of any life. 

First impression is that Kia has gone for a comfy ride over 
the last word in sharpness on bends; this is a very comforta¬ 
ble car indeed. Final judgment will have to wait for a drive on 
the UK’s rotten roads, but first impressions are encouraging. 

Respectable 

It’s no great fireball in the performance league, although 
9.8 seconds to 62 mph and a top speed of 124mph are per¬ 
fectly respectable. So too is a tailpipe emissions figure of 
113g/km, meaning £0 road tax in year one and a mere £30 
thereafter. 

Trying an automatic version of the Sportswagon saw 
economy tumble to 33.6mpg (a same-as-the-manual 
54.3mpg is claimed), so you’ll take a hit in the pocket for the 
ability to rest your clutch foot. 

Smooth changing, though, although the engine turns 
vocal if revved hard. The auto option adds £1,400 to the 
bottom line. 

There are three trim levels of Sportswagon; all of them 
with sat nav (and a bigger screen on top models), revers¬ 
ing camera, dual auto air conditioning, DAB radio, powered 
lumbar adjustment for the driver (this car is aimed at busi¬ 
ness users, remember) and cruise control, heated door mir¬ 
rors and hill start assist. 

Move to a £24,495 ‘3’ level car and the bigger sat nav 
screen, powered seat for the driver (with memory), heated 
front seats, bigger alloys, harman/kardon sound system, 
lane keep assist and added chrome on the outside. 

Topping the range is the £30,595 GT-Line S, with sev¬ 
en speed automatic transmission, powered tailgate, black 
leather trim, adaptive cruise control, ventilated front seats 
and heated in the outer rear, wireless mobile phone charger 
and 360 degree all-round camera view.

To gain this highly academic accolade students must 
achieve A*- C GCSE passes in: English, mathematics, at least two 
sciences, a modem foreign language and either history or geog¬ 
raphy, and this success demonstrates to parents and students 
that real academic achievement in the toughest core subjects 
is delivered at the school. This score places Leasowes in the top 


5% of schools in the Blackcountry and beyond on this measure 
and mirrors the changes that have taken place in the school in 
recent years. 

The school is also celebrating a further 5% rise in its 5 or 
more A*- C passes including English and mathematics, following 
last year's 10% increase. English achieved a 71 % pass rate, maths 
61 %, core science 82%, French 91 %, history and business studies 
75% and Spanish 72%. Staff, students and governors of the 
school are extremely proud of these achievements and they 
indicate a very positive trajectory for the school, going forward. 


The Leasowes'tally of A* and A grades stands at 168 this 
year and amongst the school's top performers are Mia Nicholls 
who achieved 5 A* grades, 3 A grades and 2 B grades, Joshua 
Marley who achieved 2A* grades, 6 A grades and 2 B grades 
and Luke McGurk who achieved 2A* grades, 4 A grades and 3 
B grades.The school is rightly proud of all of its students and 
wishes them every success in the future. 

This year also saw the school achieve a "GOOD"Ofsted 
rating in all categories with many outstanding features. Inspec¬ 
tors commented on the way in which the school had been" 
transformed" by leadership in the school since the last inspec¬ 
tion and praised the excellent behaviour of students, the high 
achievement in core subjects and the quality of teaching and 
pastoral care.The school takes pride in these developments and 
especially appreciated inspectors'comments about students 
wearing the Leasowes uniform with pride. 

In November the school will join the Invictus Education 
Trust, a group of five schools who share the same ambitions 
for their students: to offer an elite educational experience to all 
students, which is not elitist.The other schools comprising the 
Trust are: Ellowes Hall Sports College and Sixth Form, Kinver High 
School and Sixth Form, Ounsdale High School and Sixth Form 
and finally Crestwood High School and Sixth Form. Choosing to 
become part of this high performing and successful Trust brings 
the opportunity to add a Sixth Form at Leasowes and we look A 
forward to opening this exciting facility in September 2017. 

Work commences on the replacement of the school'^ 
AstroTurf pitches In the autumn term with work scheduta^^ 
finish in October.This new playing surface, lighting system and 
security fencing will take the school and community provision 
to a new level and the school is looking forward t^giving its 
students the best possible surface to win on!

A school's culture is often defined by the way in 
which its students behave. Ofsted also pointed out 
that, "Pupils show pride in their appearance and 
their school as they are smart and wear their uniform 
correctly. In lessons, pupils listen carefully to staff and 
other pupils and respond quickly to instructions and 
requests. They are courteous, pleasant and helpful 
to adults and each other." These comments give a 
flavour of the calm and industrious atmosphere 
that pervades the school on a daily basis. Much of 
this is again founded in our strong pastoral support 
network. Year heads, pastoral managers, form tutors 
and peer mentors work seamlessly to ensure that our 
students are safe, happy and have every opportunity 
to thrive.
